They rarely ſeek the Acquaimtance of any but Perſons of great 
E ſtate, and of. fuch.as bave Jones Art#hority tz: their C, ountrey, aud 
theſe they flatter and.careſi with all the little Arts of indearments 
imaginable but eſpecially if they find them ignorant of the World, 
and nat tgommch werſt in, or fixt to the eſtabliſhed Religion : for 
with theſe they care not to aſſociate: Except it be in order to ſeduce 
their Children, and herein they often prevail by matching their 
Danghters to them ;, for they will not willingly marry a Son to 4 
Proteſtant Woman. And the ſtopping this Gap,which hath ſeduced 
wrany great Families, is a work as well worthy the thoughts of the 


Parliament as any other whatever.

ly doubt thereof. For. whoever had conſidered it, in its rheanſe!ver. 

firſt riſe, would have had great reaſon to hope that it 

was the Trce that ſhould produce the Antidote againſt the venom of 

Herefies, and that it ſhould ſend forth thoſe bloſſoms of Chriſtian and Re- 

ligions Works, which being once ſcented by Sinners, ſhould compel 

them to abandon the ſtench of Sin, and follow the odour of Repentance. 

And truly ſo long as thoſe good Fathers,from whom it deriv'd its Birth, 

bedew'd it with their Charity 3 and that it was cultivated according | 

to their Intentions, it is certain the Fruits which aroſe of it, were fair NS 
and large to a Wonder, as well inrelation to the excellent-education of 

Children, as the Converfion of Souls, and the propagation of the 

rue Faith of the Catholick Religion. But rhe Devil, who imploys as 

much ſubtilty in the deſtruction of the works and deſigns of God, as 
good men do Jabour to advance them, took occafion even from the 

Grandcur of this Religion, and the marvelous progr.{s it made in a 

ſhort time, to pervert the cnd of its Initituti-n : for by a ſubtile Arti- 


tice, in[tead of the firlt branches of Charity, whichare now almoſt quite 
z withered

withered, he hath ingrafted the two moſt pernicious Aﬀedtions in the 
World Ambition ahd Avarict; which caule fo great a mi{thief to ChriRi- 
anity, that it is ſcarce poſhble to imagine a greater 5 as- I hope I ſhall 
demonſtrate in this diſcourſe. In the entry of which I proteſt before 
God, that it is neither Intcreſt nor Paſſion moves my Pen, but i1mply 
the zeal of the publick Good to the Advantageof which I believe my 
- of obliged tout my utmolt endeavours; hoping that their Diſſunu- 
atiohs and Arts being onee known by Princes, there ſhall ifi time be a 
Fincdy provided. | | 
'Now the hiſt thing which ſhould be conſidered is, that the Religion 
of the Jeſuits being ſolely provided tor the cducation of Children, of 
which there is neither Kingdom nor City which ftands not in need, it 
was at firſt deſired on all hands, and favoured by moli Princes, fo that 
It made a greater progreſs in a few years, than molt others have done in 
many Ages. But this greatneſs which for the mok pitt introduceth a 
change of Manners, kindled in theſe Children of Ignatius ſo great a Love 
to their Socicty > that perſuading themſc]ves, it was of greater uſe to 
the Church of God then al] the reſi, and better fitted for the Reforma- 
tion of the World , they concluded amongſt themſelves that they ought 
to imploy all their care and craft in the enlarging of it; becauſe with 
it they augmentcd the Militia of Jeſus Chriſt, the good of the whole 
Church, and the antient Patrimony of our Lord, it I may thus ſpeak 
their Language. 

And here it is that I ſhall need the Subtilty of Ariſtotle, and the Elo- 
quence of Tully, to untold the {trange manner which thefe Fathers uſe 
in a conſtant increaſe of their Society, which perhaps will ſcem impol. 
lible to many by reaſon of its Novelty 3 butit will be ſufficient for me 
to rematk ſome ſew things only. leaving a ſpacious Field for every one 
to form ſuch an Idea of it, as ſhall appear moſt reaſonable to him 3 and 
:0 this purpoſe I will content my felt with the propoling ſome Heads or 
Points rather, which may ſcrve my deſign of affording a certain Foun- 
dation to the Reficctions and Diſcourſes of thoſe, who will excrciſe 
themſelves in the Contemplation of 2 Subject. 

The ]cfuitcs forelaw, they could never raiſe their Socicty to i that 
heighth of Grandcur they aſpired to, by doing nothing but Teach, 
Preach and Adminiticr the Sacraments, or by the ſole performance of 
other (uch like Religious Othces. For although at firſt they were enter- 
cain'd by many with a very great affeion, as I have ſaid before 3 yer 
at length they perceived, that time diminithed this Love, which made 
them ſuſpee their Religion had made its greateſt efforts In its infancy :

and therefore they were put to the neceſſity of inventing two other 
means to aggrandiſe it, the firſt of which was to diſcredit with Princes, 
and in conſequence with all others they could, all the other Orders, 
pretending great imperfeQtions in them. So that by this malicious ad- 


dreſs, having raiſed their own greatneſs upon the ruine of others, they 


poſſeſt themſelves of a great number of Monaſteries, and Abbies, and 
other great Revenues, by their Slanders diſpoſſcfling the former Own- 


ers. The ſecond was by infinuating themſelves into the Afﬀairs ot .. 


State, ingaging in their Intereſt the greateſt part of the Chriftian Prin- 
ces, in ſuch a ſubtile and artificious manner, that as it is diffhcult to 
penetrate, ſo it is almoſt impoſſible to explain it perfectly. Their Ge- 
neral,to whom all the reſt pay a very exact Obedience, recidescontinu- 
ally at Rome 3 he hath made choice of ſume Fathers, who becauſe they 


are alway with him,are called 4ſiftants, and there is at leaſt one of eve- 


ry Nation, from which they take their Name, one calling himſelf the 
Affiſtant of France, the other of Spain, the third of Baly, the fourth 
of England, the fifth of Auſtrich 3 and fo of all the other Provinces and 
Kingdoms. Theduty of cach Aſſiſtant is to give advice to the General 
of all thoſe events of State which paſs in the Kingdomor Province he 
repreſents; which he is inabled to do by means of the correſpondence 
he holds there, who making their abode in the chief Town of that 
Kingdom or Province, inform themſelves carefully of the State, Na- 
ture, Inclination and Intentions of Princes, with which in cencluſion 


they advertiſe the Aﬀiſtants every Polt,giving them advice of what hath . 
been diſcovered, or what hath lately happened, fo that all theſe Pac-. 


quets arriving at Rome,the General calls to his Counſel all his Aſiliants, 
who preſent him as it were with an Anatomy of the World) telling 


him the Intereſts and Deſigns of all the Chriſtian Princes. After which, 


having conſidered all thoſe things were written to them, and having 
examined and compar'd them one with another,at length they raiſe the 
Concluſion, which is,that they ought to favour the affairs of one Prince, 
and hinder thoſe of another, according to their own Intereſt and Pro- 
ht. So that as Spectators ſee the blots better than the Gameſters, fo 
theſe Fathers having in view the Interelts of all the Princes, apply with 
the greater facility, the neceſſary means to improve the affairs of him 


that is moſt deſpoſed to their Intereſt.

The ſecond Point which deſerves to be chiefly conſidered after | this, 


is, That jt is extreamly miſchievous, that Religious Perſons ſhould 


 meddle with State Aﬀairs, their duty obliging them to attend wholly - 
the Salvation of their own Sonls, and thoſe 0 


their Neighbours. So

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that the Jeſuits intrieguing in the Civil Government, more than the 
very Seculars themſclves,it is abſolutely necefſary,for the avoiding many 
moſt dangerous Conſequences, to provide ſome remedy againſt ſo great 
a diſorder. For, in the hilt place, the Jeſuits take the Auricular Confe(- 
fion of a great part of the Nobility of the Catholic States 3 fo that to 
get leiſure for this, they will no longer admit the Poor 

* Theſe are into their * Confeſſionals, .and very often they are the 
certam private Confefſors of Princes too : So that by this means it is 
ET eaſy to penetrate into all their Deſigns, and learn al} the 
ee perpoſe, reſolutions, as well of the Princesas of their Subjects,of 
Like our Read. which they preſently give advice to their General, or to 
og-Dechsw'th the Aſſiſtants which remain at Rome. Now any. Man 
Ge 7h that hath the lealt Judgment, may perceive the damage 
height. which this ſort of People bring co Soveraign Princcs, 
| woo havenootherend in any thing but their own In- 
terelt ; for all the World knows that there is ſcarce auy thing more ne- 
ceſſary than Secreſy tor the Preſcrvation of States 3 fo thatit this thing 
be once lott, they urdinarily fall to ruinez which without doubt is th: 
reaſon why all wiſe Princes are ſo carctul ro preſerve it, and keep their 
Intentions from being known 3 whereas on the other {1de, having otren 


obſerved that they become the wiſer by the knowledg of the detigns of 


others, and that thereby they govern their own Afﬀairs the better, they 
endeavour by all ways toattain the knowledg of them, cntcrtaining b x 
that purpoſe Ambaſſadors and Spies with contiderable expen.cs,though 
for the moſt part without a coniidcrable advantage, bec uſe the Re- 
ports which are made by their F Ambaſſadors, are tor 

+ Miniſters. the molt part not very taithtul. But I can aſſure any 

| Man, that the General of the Jcluites, and his Aſſiſtants, 
have this advantage, that they are truly and very particularly inform- 
ed of what ever paſſeth in the molt fecret Conlultations 3 both by 
means of Confethons, and of the Inquiries which their Correſpondents 
make, who tive in all the chict places of Chrilttendom, andalſo by the 
aid of their ether Adherents, which I will ſpeak of hcreafter : So that 
they do better underiiand, as I may ſay, what are the Forces, the Re- 
venues, the Expences, and Deſigns of Princes, than the Princes 
themfelves. And all this without any other expence than the charge 
of Letters, which in truth amounts to a conliderable Charge, ſecing 
that every Pot, according to the account ot the Poli-matters,they come 
to 60, 70, 80, and ſometimes 100 Crowns of Goll a Return. By 
which it is eaſy to conjeEture, that having ſo exact a knowledg, of the 
Intereſts of Princes, 1t 1s equally in their power to diminiſh their Re- 
putation

putation with:other Princes, to make them laſe their Authority with 
their: Subje&s, to raiſe them:up what Enemies they pleaſe :* and laſtly, 
to raiſe up their own Subjecs/againii them, with-fo much the' greater 
facility, that by tneans of Contellions,and of thejr Emiſſaries, they pe- 
netrate to the bott-m of the Souls of their Vaſſals, and ſo.diſcover. all 
thoſe that are well or ill affected. So that by. the. reports which are 
made thein of the affairs of State, they may without dithculty ſow the 
Seeds of Enmity amongſi Princes, and involve them in a thouſand ſuſ- 
picions 3 And alſo of the knowledg which they have of the Minds of 
thcir Subjects, it is no leſs eafy tor-them to foment in them Contempt 
of their Goveru,ours, and give birth to all ſorts of troubles and (editions. 
From all this any Man mutt conclude, that Intereſt of State will never 

ermit any Prince tO chooſe tor his Conteflors theſe forts of Men, who 
apply theinſelves with ſo much care to pry into the Aﬀairg of State and 
which make uſe of the knowledg they have thus gotten, as the moſt 
cffeQual means of inlinuating themſclves into the tavour of other Po- 
centates. And they ought much leſs to ſuffer their Counſellors, their 
Principal Miniſters, and their houſhold Officers, to take them for their 
Confcſlors, eſpecially, becauſe we live in an age abundantly furniſhed 
with Perſons, whoare not inferiour to the Jeſuitcs neither in Knowledg, 


\ norin Vertue, andare as able toſcrve them in every reſpect, without gi-- 


ving then the leaſt umbrage, or intermedling inany thing but the di= 
rcion of their Souls, and their Eccletialtical Functions. 
HI. 
But that what I have hitherto ſaid, and ſaall ſay hereafter may be the 
better underlioed,we muli contider that there are three {orts of Jeſuites. 
The Firlt, Are certain Lay Perſuns of both Sexcs,who being aſſocia 
ted with them, live under them. in the practice of a certain Blind Obe- 
dience, governing themiſclves wholly by the Counſel of the Jcſuirs, and 
being ready-to execute all their Cormmands. Theſe for the molt part 
are Genticimen and Ladies, who pals therelt of their Lives in Widow- 
hoods Rich Citizens and Merchants, who hike good truit-Trees, bear the 
Jeſuits a great quantity of precious Fruit, that 1s to ſay of Gold and 
Silver. Ot this Claſsare thoſe Women who are commonly called Bj- 
gottes, who being induced by theſe Fathers to deſpiſe the World, are. 
in exchang teeced by then, who by their ſmooth Speeches draw fron 
them Clothes, Moveables.and conſiderable Rents. 
The ſccond ſort are only Men, ot which ſome are Priefts,and orhee. 
are Layicks, who although they live 1n the World, and often by the 
interpolition of the Jeſuits obtata Penſions, Canons, Abbies, and 0- 
theriRevenues, have yet made a Vow to take their habit, when ever 
the

the General ſhall require it, For which cauſe they are called Jeſuits 
in Voto, And theſe the Jeſuits uſe with a rare dexterity to eſtabliſh 
their Monarchy, maintaining them in the Kingdoms and Provinces, 
tn all the Courts of Princes, and in a word, in all the conſiderable 
places of Chriſtendom, to the end they may ſerve them, as I ſhall ſet 
forth in the ſeventh Point. 


The third Sort are the Politick Jeſuits, in whoſe hands all the Au-_ 


thority reſides, who manage the Government of their Order, and 
who having been aſſailed with the ſame temptation Chriſt was by the 
Devil in the Wildagneſs, Hec omnia tibt dabo, fi eadens adoraveris me, 
have ſtruck the bargain, and accepted the Condition propuunded 
by Satan, cmploying all their Induſtry to reduce their Society to a 
perfect Monarchy. And as it is at Rome, where almoſt all the great Afairs 
of Chriſtianity are tranſacted, and in which place the Head of theſe 
brave Politicians refides, z. e. their General, with a great number of 
other Perſons of the ſame Order 3 fo this is the place which they have 
rcfolved to begin their dominatton in, as any Man may ſcc who ob- 
{crveth the manner of their Conduct. It is ſcarce potſible to propoſe 
an Aﬀair in this Court, but the Jeſuits, who are informed of every 
thing by their Spies, worth the taking notice of, aſſemble themſelves 
to conclude on an Iflue advantagious to their Intereſt 3 and from 
thence you ſhall ſee them run to the Cardinals, the Ambaſſadors, and 
the Prelates 3 where having dexterouſly in{tnuated themſelves to dif. 
courſe ofthe Afﬀair then in agitation,or beginning to be ſo, they rcpre- 
ſent it in that maner which pleaſeth them, having ever a carectul reſpect 
to their own Intereſt,and to that purpoſe often changing the true Aſpect 
of things, even to the making ( as the ſaying is) black white, and 
white black. And becauſe the fhrlt Relations, efpecially when made 
by Religious Perſons, take a conſiderable impreſſion in the Spirits of 
the Hearers 3 from hence it proceeds that very often Afﬀairs of great 
importance, which are tranſacted in the Court of Rome by Ambaſſa- 
 dors, and other Perſons of Authority, have not had the ſucceſs defired 
by Princes3 becauſe the Maficr-Jeſuits having prejudicated with their 
intercſted Reports the Minds of Men, have toreſtalled their Faith, and 
made them ſuſpicious of the Relations of others, though they were 
more true and fincere. But it is not at Rome only, and with the Pre- 
lates, that they uſe this Artihce 3 they praGife it im the ſame manner, 
cithcr by them(ſclves, or theſecond fort of Jeſuits, in the Courts ot 
other Princes. From whence this conſequence will ariſe, that the great- 
eſt part of the Afﬀairs of Chriſtianity paſs through the hands of the 


Jeſuits,- and that thoſe only ſucceed which they do not oppoſe, I at- 
frm 
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fixtn in the interim, that ther dexterity inintrieggmng in Aﬀairs, cither 
to hinder or promote them, being fo ſibtile, that it may be Gid to be 
impenttrable, it is impoſhble to-deſcribe 'it exactly 5 but yet it is eaſy 
for all Princes. to know ir, it they wwll bot take the pains to read 'whac 
I have writ of «t : For it will cauſe them to refle& upon what is'palt, 
and recal into their memory the -paxticular Cancumitances of Treaties s 
ſo that comparing them with my Retnarques, itwill be almoſt impoili- 
ble not to difcaver ſome part of! the Cratt of this admirable Society. 
Now though this Secret "_d kndden' Artifice be the principal thing 
they put in practice to attain this Monarchic Juriſdiction, which is 
che — Objed of their detuzes 3 yet this hinders them not ſome- 
times -( ſo much docs theie Paſhow' blind them ) to employ other Ex+ 
pedients, which manifeſt their. ambicious Project..' For was it not.a 
pleaſant Petition which they made under pretence of the general good 
of the Church, ta his Holinefs Gregory che x 33h, | that he would com- 
mand his Legats, and all. his. Apoflolic:Nuntio's, to take ſome Jeſuit 
for their Companion and Confident by who Counſel they _—_— 
vern themſelves in all their Actions. 
IV. 

The fourth thing which deſerveth to. be conſidered, is, That bncheſ 
[atrigues, and by the:knowledg of Aﬀarrs of State, the-principal je- 
ſuits have acquired the favenc of many both Temporal and Spiritual 
Princes, making them believe they have done great Services 3 and trom 


_ this favour great inconveniencesfpring. 


Firft, Abuſing the .goodnets and friendſhip of theſe Princes, they 
fcar not toabuſea great number of private Families, which, though 
rich, and noble, have been reduced to an extremedegree of Milcry, by 
the Uſurpation which che Jeſuits have made upon the Eftates of Wi- 
dows, and by the unfincere Courſes, by which they have drawn into 
their, Religion a number of thoſe young Gentlemen, whichtrequenc | 
their Colleges. For how often doth it happen, that:theſe young Men 
becoming iickly, or tinding themſelves unhe :for the tunctions of the 
Society, axe ſent away, without reftoring either to them or totheirRe- 
lations that Wealth they brought thither, and to which the Jeſuits 
made themſelves Heirs at their entrmg their Profeſſion ? This Inju- 
ſtice is far enough from the Ordinance of St. Ignatiws, and from the 
intentions of thoſe Lords, whohaving founded their Houſes, :did-not 
leave them ſo much Riches.as might1arrate their thirſt after the good 
things of this World, but xather-make them fitter to ſerve the Chritti- 


an World. 
The ſecond Inconvenience which follows:this acces the Jeſuits have 
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to Princes, is, That they boaſt of it perpetually, and perſuade the 
World, that their Union and Familiarity with great Men is much 
greater than indeed it is, and by this means they make themſelves re- 
vered by the very Miniſters of State, who by reaſon of this do all they 
can to inſinuate themſelves into their good opinion 3 and indeed eve- 
ry one hath recourſe to them to'obtain what they detire, And their 
vanity is arrived to that height; that they have dared to boaſt thar 
they can'make Cardinals, Nuntio's, Licutenants, Governors, or any 
other Officers 3 yea, ſome of them have proceeded to that degree of 
Impudence, as to athrm that their General could do much more than 
the Popez and others have added, - that it is much better to be of this 
Order which can wake Cardinals, than to be a Cardinal. I fear not 
thac what I write ſhould make me pals for a Slanderer, for theſe Fa- 
chers ſpeak all theſe things ſo openly, that there. is hardly any Perſon 
who converſeth with them with any degree of Familiarity, who hath 
not otten heard the ſame things from! ther. 
Y. { 

The hfth Point is, that being thus eſtabliſhed in State-praQices, 
one ot the tirlt things they exact tron that Prince who tavours them, 
is, that he would permit them to advance or pull down whoever they 
pleaſe; ſerving themſelves always: here of the..;pretence of Religion, 
that they may with the more facility obtain their ends. And if by 
misfortune this be granted, as it falls out too often, expe not that 
they ſhould fill the vacant places with Perſons of worth, who can beſt 
diſcharge their trult > but on the contrary, it any fuch happen to be 
recommended to that Prince, they oppoſe them with all their might, 
if they be not their intimate Friends, and ſuch as they know are high- 
ly affected to their Intereſt 3 but as for thcm they preſent and petition 
for, be they atteed to the Interett of the Prince, or be they not, be 
they honcſt Men or Knaves, be they ht for the employment, or be 
they not, this 1s the lealt part of thcir Care, $0 that it 1: often ſeen, 
that. the Officers which -are choſen by theſe Men, are good for no- 
thing but to vex the Prince, and exalſperate the People by Diſcon- 
tents, which end for the nott part in dreadtul Seditions. 

V I. 

The ſixth Point cannot be bettcr repreſented than by the fimilitude 
of a Maſicr of a Gallv, who obſerving the Wind tor his turn, can no 
ſooner whiltle than all the Rowers are at the Oar, to bring the Gally 

to the place he bad before appointcd: tor jult ater this mianner, when 
the Geniaral and his Aftitiavrts have once concluded that it is for theis 
intcrctt that any Perſon {hould be advanccd to any dignity, upon: the 
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firſt intimation of his intention to thoſe that reſide in the Provinces, 
there is a general attempt of all to elevate the Perſon ſo defigned by 
them, into that Charge or Dignity where they would place him, 
ſome lifting at the Head, and ſome at the'Tail, as I may fay, Now 
he that hath received from them a ſervice of this nature, mutt be very 
ungrateful, it he denies them the like ailiftance when occaſion ſerves. 
So it often falls out, that they eſteem themſelves more obliged to the 
Jeſuits, than to the Prince himſelt who hath given them their prefer- 
ment 3 and ſo they become more pallionate of the Intereſt of the ]e- 
ſuits, than of the Glory and Advantage of their Maſters. Thus Prin= 
ces are taken for weak Perſonsz and while they inagine they have 

of a faithfnl Servant, they haveler in a Jeſuitical Spy, of whom they 
make uſe too often, to the damage of him that hath exalted him. 
This is as true as the reſt I have hitherto ſet forth 3 and itis eaſy to r& 
port a Number of Examples, Experience furniſhing us with enough; 
but to avoid rendring my felt odious to no purpoſe, I will paſs them 
in (ilence, ſatisfying my felt with this Concluſion from what has been 
ſaid in this Article, That this Addreſs of the Jeſuits to introduce their 
_ Partiſans into Charges, is (it may be) the reaſon why they call their 

Order a Great Monarchy,becauſe by this means they govern both the Prin= 
ces and their Miniſters. So that we need not wonder,it one of their chief 
Fathers,having a publick Speech to make in the name of the Society toa 
Prince, let ſlip theſe arrogant Words: Tox know, Sir, that our Order hath 
ever kept a good correſpondence with your Highneſs 3 in their imagination 
without doubt to be Monarchs as well as YOu. 

| VII. 

In the feventh place, Theſe Fathers do their utmoſt ro make the 
World belicve, that all thoſe who receive any Benehts from their 
Prince in what ſort ſoever, do yet obtain them by their means, or by 
the aſſiſtance of their Favourites. And they acquire by-this way a 
more abſolute Empire over the minds of Subjects, than the very Prin- 
ccs themſelves 3 which it may be cannot happen without agreat preju- 
dice to them. no Reaſon of State permitting that ſuch active and am-: 
bicious Spirits as the Jeſuits, ſhould thus diſpoſe of the Wills of their 
Miniſters. For belides that by this means they can carry on obſcurcly 
2a)l forts of Treaſons and Troubles, they have allo a certain way by 
theſe Miniſters their Adherents, to introduce into. the Services of Pritj-: 
ces their Jeſuits n Voto, either as Counſellors, or Secrctaries ot State. 
And theſe are nq ſponer received, but they fallto importune the Prince 
to take ſome Jeſuit, either for his Contefſor, or Preacher: ; whereby, 


both become the Spies of the Gencral, to whom they g1yc an gxact acx. 
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count of the moſt fecret Aﬀairs. And from hence it comes to pals, 
that what was thought moſt ſecret, is become moſt publick, when-the 
means of its ſo being can not be difcovered 3 and Deſigns of the great- 
eft import are prevented, when it is impothble to conjecture who hath 
diſcovered them 3 and which is worſe, -they are moſt often ſuſpe&ed, 
who arc lea(t guilty. , 4

- The cighth thing which we ſhould conſider here is, That as Sub- 
jets do naturally follow the Inclination of their- Princes 3 fo all that 
pay obedience to the General, obſerving his Aﬀection and Application 
to State-Afairs, and that he uſeth his urmoſt endeavour to enlarge and 
enrich by this means the Society, they by his example ſtudy Politicks, 
that they may be able to ſerve him in this glorious Deſign, as they 
eſteem it. Andto this purpoſe they employ their Kindred and Friends, 
to {earch the Hearts of Kings, to diſcover their moſt ſecret Intentions, 
never failing to give advice of them to the General, and his Afliftants, 
ſo ſoon as they can learn the lealt particular, For as they know this is 
the only way to gain the good-will of their Superiours, and brin 
themſclves to preferment, which is never given amonglt them to any, 
but what are known to be fit to elevate the Society to thar Grandure 
they aſpire to, So they do what they can to render themſelves re- 
commendable by ſome Politick Act, and fo gain the elteem of being 
thought capable of the Management of greater Aﬀairs. 

So that as by the force of Fire- the Chymiſts can draw Oils, which 
can cure almoſt mortal Wounds 3. -and as the induſtrious Bee extracts 
her Honey from the Juice of moſt diffrent Flowers : fo the Jeſuits, 
by the force of their Reaſon, extra their own Intereſt oat of the afſu- 
red Relations are made them of all the Intereſts of the Princes, no 
lefs than from the ſeveralAccidents which happen in theſeveral States; 
by means of which they not only allay for the time the Head of their 
Thirſt after Greatneſs, but gain an exa&t knowledg, of their-own In- 
tereſt, by the help of which they obtain their end, by the good or cvil 
Fortune of others. But that which 15 yet more remarkable is, that ha- 
ving thus ſtollen into the heart of any Prince, they have a cuſtom of 
bringing them into play, or ( as others ſay.) ſetting them a dancing ; 
telling them they haye excellent Abulitics of doing ſuch a thing, or et-- 
fecting ſuch a Delign, or hniſhing ſuch an Enterprize. But 4o ſoon 
 asthey have began to employ themſelves tm favour of theſe Jeluits, 

in conformity to their Promiſes, coming at laft to conſider that fuch 
an increaſe of Power in that Prince they. had thus encouraged amay be 

| - dilad- 
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diſadvantageous to-them, they then retard as much, 4s they are abls, 
the Conchiſion of that Aﬀait; juſt like Lawyers, who prolong as 
much asthey are able the Suits of their Clients, and then on a ſudden 
by a furpriſing Artifice, and malicious Addreſs, they perplex the 
Court, and entirely ruin thoſe Deſigns themſelves had inſpired. Who- 
ever ſhall refle& on the League of France, which was treated and con- 
cluded by them, and yet was abandoned when they ſaw Fortune fa- 
voured that King and upon England, which they have promiſed (0 
often to the Spaniard 3 ſhall be ſo convinced of the truth of this, that 
he ſhall never need a ſtronger proof. | 

May we not then draw hence this Conclufion, That the Intention of = 
the Jeſuits being neither right nor ſincere towards any, they ſerving 
the World no further than their own Intereſt will permit them, neither 
Princes nor Prelates can employ them as Counſcllors without great 
dammage 3 becauſe pretending themſelves to be equally afﬀected te 
_ all, feigning themſelves Freneh with the French, and Spaniards with 
the Spaniards, and fo: with all the other Nations, as occaſion ferves, 
and asthe hopes-of making advantage puts them on, they care not 
in the interim to help or hinder the one any more than the other. Te 
is without doubt their irregular Attention to their private Intereſt,and 
the Negledt they have of the advancement ot any other Perſon, which 
are the Caufes why all thoſe Enterprizes, wherein they are concerned, 
have rarely fixcceeded. But then ( we muft confefs ) they have a rare 
Art in difſembling this Indifference, ſome feigning themſelves very 
zealous Partizans of the Crown of France, others of that of Spain, 
others of the Empire, and {o of all the other Princes whoſe favour 
they ſeek. But ifamong theſe Princes any pne,makes choiceof a Jeſuit i 
tor his Confident, this man can no ſooner learn a Secret in'any-At- 
fair, but he gives the General advice of it, who thereupon Tents him 
order how he ſhall proceed, without any regard had to the intention, 
of that Prince, or whether they be for or againſt his Service. © © 

Now thnugh all the Inconveniences T have hitherto fet'forth, be' 
extremely dammageable to the Publick, yet there are vrhers much 
more lo. Een 

As firſt is, That the Jeſuits being thus exaQtly informed (as Thave' 
ſaid.) of the Intereſt, and-what ever elfe*paſfeth mn the molt fearet, 
Ceunſcls of Princes, thoſe that pretend to be of the' Pirty' of France,” 
propoſe to the King, or tohis princjpal Minilters, <ctvami Reaſons of” 
State of great ry which: have bit teri them, from Rome by thicir | 
great Maſters of Policy. - Thoſe that *pretend to 'be- of the Party of 
Spain, or in any other Court where fig" Have atry zccets, propound * 
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others there, directly contrary to the fir, 'or at. leaſt,” which: can ſerve 
to no other purpoſe but to entertain diftruſt- amon'{i the ;Choittian 
Princes 3 Io that they are kept in perpetual fear of each other, which 
ditturbs the Publick Peace more than can be exprefled, and: cauleth 
ercat Miſeries in all Chriſtendom 3. ſuch a DiLrult- being almoſt an in+ 
vincible Obſtacle to the Conclulion of a League againtt the common 
i.ncmy, and rendring thole Treatics of Pcace which arc made among 
Princes very uncertain. | 
The ſecond is, That by their cunning, way of acting they have fo 
cnlightned the World, that cvery Man ſeems to apply him(clt moſtly 
10 the points ot State Policy 3 {0 that now there is no Action which is 
not poizcd in this Ballancez nor ſcarce any ordinary Aﬀair, which is 
not managed according to the Jctuits Subtilty, But that which is 
yct worle, the Hereticks perceiving and imbibing the Maxims of this 
| Society,uſe them to our great dammage, with thoſe Princes which pro- 
& te&t them. So that whereas heretofore there were great hopes the 
Lutherans at leaſt ſhould one day acknowledge their Errors, now there 
are. excellent Stateſ-men among them, and Politicians, hard to be 
converted. —. hs : 

And now that I may make it appear that I have ſaid nothing but 
the Truth, when I attribute cxtraordinaxy Craft and Dillimulations 
to the Jeſuits, eſpecially when they deſigned to gain the favour of any 
Prince, I muſi not omit what they did on that account in relation to 
Great-Þritain, | 

One of that Society, called Father Perſon, the Afiſtant of that 
Kingdom, having wrote a Book againſt the Succethon of the King of 
Scotland to the Crown of England, Father Critonic, with others of the 
ſame Order, detended the Right of the faid King, by a Pookenticled, 
The Reaſons of the King of the Scots, againſt the Opinion of F ather Perſon. 
Now though they ſeemed to be divided among themſclves, yet they 
were in truth very well agrecd: for this Comedy was acted by the 
commandment of the General, to the intent that if the Houſe ot 
Scotland had been excluded trom the SucceiGon, they might have pro- 
duced to him or them that had the Government Perſon's Book; or it 
on the contrary, that Houſe happened to be ſettled upon the Thronc., 
they might yet gain the King's Aﬀection, by ſhewing him Critonic's 
Book. And. {o how ever the matter tell out, they might quit them- 
elves, and be provided of a fit means to increafe their Society, 

By=which we may obſerve alſo the truth of what I faid, when I af- 
firmed that Princes wete the ordinary and uſual Obje&s of the Reſo- 
lations and Actions of the Jeſuits.3 and how much.rcaſon they have to.

Fuccels,. which the Jeſuits falſly attributed to themſelves, is almoit in- 
tirely extin&. For as for the Jeſuits;they had rather attend their own 
intereſtthari apply themſelves to theiSalvaribn of Souls. Secondly, 
becauſe tle Hereticks- percciving the oppreſſion which -the Catholic 
Prieftsſuffer on the parc- of the!Jeluits, andthe Artifices which they uſe 
inall their undertakings, have fo preatan averhiort for it, that to avoid 
the tyranny of ſuch-People; they think of nothing leſs than Converſion. 
I will ſay nothing hereof thar imaginary Pretences to a certain Eſtate, 
nor of thoſe diſcourſes they jade the-Ears of a-Prince with,touching the 
Authority:they boaſt of 6ver the Spirits of their People, by the 'means 
of which they pretend to be:able torecain'them in their Obedience,and 
render them well affected to their Governors. I will therefore content 
my {elf for a conclution ef this Diſcourſe, ro-propound four Conſidera- 
tions, with which 1xiil conclude theſe Remarks.

That Men of that Ambition,and of thoſe aſpiring Deligns which the 
Jcſuirs are of, are always Lovers of Change 3 ſo that being able to pro- 
duce them every moment; : by the help of Arms, in the management 
of which we have made it appear they are ſo expert, it is almolt im- 
polfible they ſhould abſtain from-it.

clude they ought not to.bevery dear toany Prince that loves Peace; 
and the preſervation of his State, ſeeing they cando him no Service: (as 
have before ſaid) which' he may not expect from many- others, when 


they may on the other lide cauſe him a thouſand troubles; it being to be 
fearcd that they may hazard his State, it ſuffering them in his Domini- 
ons, he doth not favour them, and govern himſelt by their direction, 
« which nevertheleſs there is an equal danger attends him.,for the.rea-

- If without theilcaſt temporal Jurisdiction 'they cauſe ſo-great com- 
motions in theWorld,what would follow it by misfortunc one -of them 
ſhould be choſen Pope ?

It the Conſiftory were once filled with Jeſuits, all the Patrimony 
of the Church, all the Revenues of the Holy Church would be in 
their handsz and as we ſee the more an Hydropick drinks, the more 
his thirſt increaſeth 3 ſo it were to be feared theſe Fathers, with all 
their grandeur, being every day worſe than other, corrupted by the 
Riches and Honours of the World, would cauſe innumerable Revolu- 


' tions. Now every one knows there is nothing more capable of 


Change than States, eſpecially if there be People bold enough to at- 
tempt it. So that taking the Caſe asI have put it, there is great pro- 
bability the Jeſuits would alter the preſent Government, and reduce 
it to their own, that.ſo they might make it by that means an effec=- 
tual Monarchy. For though hitherto notwithſtanding all their efforts 
co attain a real apparent Monarchy, by alluring to them the Sons of 

ſome Sovereign Prince, who might put them in poſſeſſion of his 
State, yet they never could effect it, other Princes, who knew their 
Deſigns, oppoling it. But it a Jeſuit ſhould happen to be Pope, 
they being then without difhculty Maſters of the Ecclefiaſtic State, 
would certainly by the means of their ſubtil Inventions attain the 


end they have ſo long propounded to themſelves. But it we were 


(ure the Plot would fail, yet the Suſpicions and Fears of many, cſpe- 
cially the neighbouring Princes, ought to be duly conſidered, and 
make the Electors of the Pope narrowly watch a point of that great 


import. 


We may draw this gencral Concluſion from all that hath been 
faid, That it 1s neceſſary tor the preſervation of the public Peacc, 
and the ſafety of all Kingdoms, that his Holineſs the Pope, with thc 
aMiſtance of other Chriſtian Princes, do aſſign ſome Bounds to this Sv-

Ome Tears fonce,, a Duke of Brunswick, who catt4 himfetf Bifhop 
of Haverſtead 3 having plunder'd the Jeſuits College at Paderborn, 
made a Preſent of their Library, and of all their Papers to the Capu- 
chins, who foxnd this ſecret Inſtruction, amongſt the Memoirs of 

the Redlor of the College : ( And many worthy Perſons have aſſured us, that the 

like happened to the College of Feſuits at Prague.) But however this be, how 
little ſoever any mans acquaintance with the go tits be, he cannot doubt but 
that the Heads of this Order receive from their General theſe ſorts of ſecret 

Inſtenchians, \ſeeing experience tells us their Ations and Pradtices are conſo- 

 nailt and perfefily agreeahle to the Advices and Maxims of this little Book. 

But which is yet much more. deplorable is , that theſe private Direftions are 

quite contrary to the Rules, Conſtitutions, and Inſtruftions, which this 

Society profeſſeth publickly in thoſe Books it hath printed on this Subject 3 


So that without difficulty we may believe that the greateſt part of their Go-

c WW: ought to be mighty careful here, in gaining the Ear of 
Princes, quelling the preſumption of them who think they 


have no nced of us, and do our utmolt that all may dcpend upon us, 
and that no Perfon what ever may be ſo hardy as to lift up himfelt 
againlt us. 
2, Always when Princes know their Act ons odious, they defire to 
-have the Fathers of the ]cfiurs about them, who: never reprove them, 
but expound them in the belt ſence,which may be obſerved: in Marria- 
2es contracted with their Kindred, which are zever i] thoughr of by 
the People, quod tales execrantur Thoros, And therefore when Princes 
affe& ſuch or*the like things, we ought to animate their Spirits, and 
mnake them more affected to them, giving hopes that we can eaſily ob- 
tain

tain from the Pope what ever we will, rcpeating ſome Reaſons, Sen- 
tences, or Examples, which may augment their deſires, ſeeing ſuch 
Marriages have been approved tor the common Good, though of great- 
er Conſequence and laſtly, that they are allowed to Princes, for the 
greater Glory of God. oY 

3+ So when a Prince undertaketh any thing, for example, a War: 
we ought to ſpur him on, encourazing him to Conttancy, without 
ever conlidering the Cauſe, for tear the ill event thould be imputed to 
us3 and it it falls not out well, then to tell them. that our Rule forbids 
us to intermeddle in ſuch things.

they may acquaint us with the Aﬀedions, Manners, and Delights of 
the Prince, and thoſe whom he hateth 3 how he acteth, and what his 
Cuſtoms arc. And this being known, we {hall the better intinuate 
our \clves into the Spirits of Princes and Great Men 3 who if they be 
not married, we ought in taking their Contcthons to ſpeak to then! 
of Marriages with Noble, Beautiful, and Rich Ladies, which if they 
be not of the Kindred of any of our Friends, yet ar leaſt let them be 


of our familiar acquaintance, pointing out to them, by Commendati- 


ons contormable to the Detigns and Wills of thoſe Princes and Great 
Men, the Virgins we recommended. And ſo by the Women ic may: 
happen, that we ſhall gain the Love of them who arc not ofour Kind- 
red. And this is feen by experience m the Honſe of Ant-7ch, and 
in the Kingdoms ot Poland and France, and- in many other Princi- 
pallitics. 

6. It Women who often change their Opinions, freely put them-- 
ſelves into our hands, we ought ferioutly to imprint in them 2 great 
Love for our Society, and make them to puth it on in that Aﬀetction, 
not only by. our own, but. thoſe alſo ot their private Families, that 
they may the more carneitly ſeek our Advancement.

SH Hat Princes, Lords, -and other great Men, may be perfely in- 

:* | | firadted by us,and in that manner,that they may know that our 
Intention and Aim'is the 'bringing greater Glory to God, which our 
Society hath choſen for its Badge and true Symbo}, and which we will 
preſerve with all fincerity'; viz. If Princes will follow our Counſe}, 
we muſt not preſently, but by little and little ſee to the Government 
and Adminiſtration of their Revenues, Poſſeſhons, and Eftates 3 and 
that we may obtain this, we muſt frequently imprint upon their Spi- 
rits, that they ought not to difiribute Honours, Charges, Offices, and 
Dignitics, to any but thoſe chat are worthy and capable of them, and 
who have well deſerved them by their good Services. 

"-2, That whoever doth (otherwiſe, commits a great Offence againii 
God. But yet we muſt not ſeerm to have any delign, that any of ours 
ſhould intermeddle in the 'Adminiftration of the Common-wealth, but 
rither let them proteſi the contrary as ſolemnly as they can poſſibly, only 
that they arc obliged to ſpeak the truth by reaſon of their Charges.

Of the means of keeping in our hands the diſpoſition of the Eſtates 


of Widows. 


- Idows ſhould be frequently ſolicited to perfevere in their 

Devotions, and do good Works, and not to ſuffer one week 
to paſs without ſome a& of Charity of their own free will, in imitation 
of the holy Virgin and that cutting off all ſuperfluous Expences, they 
ſhculd give ſome conſiderable thing to the Poor, and to the Church of 
Jeſus Chriit. | 

2. If after this, they become liberal to our Soctety, as by giving 
ſome conſiderable ſim of Money 3 then we ought to make them abſo- 
lute partakers of the Merits of our Society 3 and that every thing may 
have the greater ſhew,and have the greater force, this ought to be done 
by our Provincial, or General. 

3. If theſe Widdows have made a Vow of Chaſtityz Let them re- 
new it betwixt the hands of their Confeffors twice every year, that fo 
they may think themſelves, ſo much the more ſtrictly bound Ly the 
renewing of their Vows to preſerve that friendſhip they have entertain- 
ed for our Society 3 permitting ther to rejoice and recreate themſelves 
conveniently the day of this renewing them. 

4. Weought to propound to them a rule of Life, and that if it be 
acceptable to themſelves, they ought,to make their Family and Servants 
ſubmit to it, | : 

5. Propound a monthly Confefſion to them on the Feaſts which are 
ſolemnized in'memory of our Lord, of the holy Virgin,of the Apoſiles, 
and of the Patron or rutelary Saint, which they have choſen, but eſpe- 
cially of St. TIgnatizs, and St. Xavier. We ought alſo io give them 
Sindics, which may have an Eye upon both the Menand Women of 
their Family 3 ard obſerve their detaults,that ſo we may know whatever 
paſſeth, conccaling in the interim their Vow of Chaliity. 

6. We ought to enjoin their Servants, both Men and Women, not 
to uſe any leering or disdainful Looks, or to ſpeak and look another 
way, which ends for the moſt part in contempt 3 and to {ce that thcy 
who are taken in theſe faults be ſeverely chaſtiſed, or rathcr forthwith 
turn'd away with the Widows conſent. 

7. Ovr ncxt care mult be, That they may be ſerved by honeſt Maids,

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admitted upon our recommendation 3 and that care be taken they may 


be expert in waking Church Ornaments for us, that ſo our Widows 
may live with the greater piety. 


. 6. We mult appoint theſe Maidens a Governeſs of our'own n Sort, 
who- may make them continually to work, and obſerve their Actions. | 
- 9., We:ought to viſit theſe Widows frequently, provided theſe* Vi- 
fits be not troubleſome 3 entertaining them wich pleaſant Diſcourles, 
and holy Storics3 keeping them always pleaſant, according to their 
ſeveral humors, and never treat them rigorouſly in Confcflions,'tor fear 
they become thereby diſaffected to us, EXCEpt when there is little hope 


of making any advantage of them. - 


; 10, .We ought to conſolate them, and diſpoſe them to confeſs often, 
that by this conſolation they may wholly contide in us, and curn all 


their Eſtates into our hands. 
I 1. Itis of great import for the ecſeenli and increaling the friend- 


ſhip of Widows, toallow them the priviledg of entring our Colleges, 

at the time of the ſolemn Acts and Tragedies and other ſuch like, and 
not to ſuffer them to go out of their Houſes in the depth of Winter 3 to 
diſpence with them for Faſting and Sackclotb, which they compenſate 
by Alms, that ſo they may ſee we have no IeG care of the he ilch ot 
their Bodies than of their Souls. 

12, But if there be any hope that we ſhall gain any thing more by 
frighting them,then we ought to treat them more rudely, and here the 
Contcſſor mult make uſe of great Prudence, when he hath tirtt conſide- 
red of it with the Superior. 

13. We ought to keep:them as much as 1s poſſible, trom viſiting the 
Churches of the other Religious Orders.,3t the Featis which they folem- 
nize, and therefore we ought effectually to repreſent to them, that all 
the Indulgences of all the other Orders are infuſed and compriſed m the 


Rule of our Society. 
14. Weought to permit them all manner of Scnfualicy provided 


_ they be liberal, and well affected to our Society, and contant in the 


ſame 3 and that all things be carricd cunningly, and withou: {candal. 
15, When any diſcaurſe 15 concerning ther Eitates > We ought to 
ſet betore them the perfect eſtate of the Saints, who have parted with 
their Lives, their Kindred, and Friends with a cheartul heart.that they: 
might aſhit the poor 3 who are the Members of Jeſus Chritt, and now 
is the time to tel] them what glortous Crowns they thall enjoy, it:chey 
will reſign themſelves and their Ettates, into the hands of ouy Sociery, 
16, To diſpoſe them the moreealilyto this; weought'to ſhew them 


the 1,2,3 &4, Articles of our Conſtitutions, ithat ſo they. may unders' 
{tand

gand the beginniag of that perteQion, whichcookits in 1renouncing a!f 
wacgialay affections to ous kindred, and ading fothat whanver we do 
may tend to the glory of God, being governedby rhe: Counſels of our 
SpicituzFathers, and the fears of Death, whicts often is infliked as a 
puniſhment of our tao great love to our Blood. We ought to perſuade 
them, that thisought to be a true rcfignation, and intire remiffion of 
all they have into our hands, which we thus oftenand ſerjoufly feck ; 
which yet is unknown to allother Orders. We ought to recount the 
Exatrples of others, who by this fole retignation, have acquired the 
Kingdom of Heaven > and give them hopes they thall be oneday ca- 
noniſed 3 if they will cfteually do this :; Promiting ther» alſo-under 
the Seal of Confeflion, that our Authority with' the S. See of Rome; fhal 

never be wanting to them upon fo glorious an Account. 

17. And therefore when the Widows are thus difpoſed to refign 
their Eſtates into our hands, and to tnllow: the Counſel of theix Sptri- 
tual Fathers, they ought preſently to-avoid murmuring and Contra 
diction, to confirm this Reſignation, it they may be well brought to 
x, and if chcy will believe firmly that this Counſel is given chem by 
God. the Protector of Widows, who is more caxctul of their Souls than 
of their Bodies. 

18, We ought to imprint ſeriouſly on their Spirits, that God is 
arcatly pleaſed with thoſe good Works and Alms which they give tO 
Religious Perſons, and thoſe who live holly. 

19. Fhat this muti be by the Advice and Counſel of their Confe(- 
ſors, making them underſtand that thoſe pious Works which are free, 
are always acceptable betore God, when they are accompanied with 
Obedience, which 1s the Sitter of Humility but then they are to tell 
whom they intend to give to, and they muſt grve 1n a bill of them to 
_ their Conftefſor, that he may add, dumtaith, or change them, as he ſees 
cauſe, 

- 20. But above all things, we ought to forbid our Widows the Con- 
verſation of other Religious Perfons, for tear they ſhould draw in our 
devout Women 5 for the molt part this Sex is inconttant, and to thar 
end we mult repreſent, that our Order is the greatett, and of the 
greatclt profit to the Church, of the greateſt Credit in all places, and 
of the greateſt Authority with. Princes, and that it is impoſble to chuſe 
2 better which is not' to be expected from Monks, who take no'care 
of the Salvation of Souls, and are for che moſt part ignorant, dul}. 
addiccd to their. Bellies, andall. forts of pleafuzes. 

21. After we have.thus dtawn from our Widows a good/quantity of 
Money. and Goods, for tcar they flould: cattstain ay thoughts of a 


{ccond 
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ſecond Marriage, we ought to = them dcxterous Confelfors, who 


way take care to procure them to a us ſome annu!'Penfions or Tri- 
burtes, or Alms, to enable ns to pay the ſtanding Charges of our Colleges, 
and profeſt Houſes, eſpecially that of the City of Rome, and the Cell, 
where thoſe of our Society,who are poor, ſtudy 3 as for ſettling Noviti- 
ats, who have been a long time diſperfed 3 and alſo to difpole them 
to beftow yearly's Sum of Money, for the bliying of Copes, Chalices, 
| and other Ornaments for the Atta. 

23. Before theſe Widows come to die,if they have not entircly reſigned 
up all they have, be it by reafon of their fear of their Kindred, or for any 
other cauſe, we ought to acquaint them with our poverty, the quantity 
of our Colleges which are not yet endowed, the Devocion ard great 
number of our Religious Perſons, the necetitices of our Churches, cx- 
horting them to contribute to the finiſhing of our CoNleges which are 
yer imperfect, for the greater glory of God, giving 15 Lamps and Pixes, 
and for the building of other Foundations and Houſes, which we the 
poor Scrvants of the Society of Feſxs do fill want, that all things niay 
be perfectcd. | 

24. Let the ſame be done with Princes, and our other BenefaGtors, 
who build us any ſumptuous Pile, orereQ any Foundation, repreſenting 
to themin the fit place, that the Benefits they thus do us are canſearar 
ecd to Erernity 3 that they ſhall become thereby perfe&t Models of Pic- 
tyz that we will have thereof a very particufar memory and that in the 
next World chey ſhall haye their Rewards. - Bur if it be objcdcd,thar 
Jefus Chriſt was born in —_— and _ = where _ Flowers but 
to lay his Head 3 and that we whoare his TCompani- - oof Her ban 
onT, Ar not to enjoy periſhing Goods. We ought Cn 
to imprint firongly on their Spirits, that in truth at . 
firſt the Church was alfo in the (ame ftate, but now that by the Provi- 
dence of God ſhe is raiſed to a Monzrchy; and that in thoſe times the 
Church was nothing but a broken Rock, which is now become a great 


Mountain,

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CHAP. VII. 
Of the means of drawing to us the Sos and Daughters of our 
devont Widows. # 


©» _—— 


I. | Hat Mothers may the more caſily bring this to paſs, we ought 
to imprint this upon their Spirits, that they ought to be rigo- 


rous to thoſe Daughters which are contrary to their Wills, chatiiling 
F tne

them with Rods if they be young; with Mortifcations, and threats of 
worſer uſage for the future,if they be grown too big for the former; and 
ſo proceed -to puniſh them, by not giving them the Ornaments befic- 
ting their portion and quality. But if they accept our Religion, then 
they ought to ſhew them more kindneſs, and promiſe them a better 
Fortune than if thcy were marred. On, 

2. Their Mothers ought to repreſent to them the fury of an Husband, 
which may be a burthen to them in their future Marriage 5 the difficul- 
tics and troubles of that State of Life, telling them the Anguiſh and 
Torments they endured in their Marriage, which hath brought them 
nothing but ſorrow 3 and that they ſhould have been very happy, if 
they had been in the Religion. And the ſame ought to be done inre- 
tion to thoſe Sons that aſpire to Marriage. 

3. We ought to converſe familiarly with their Daughters, entertain- 
ing them in our Colleges, when we conceive they will enter our Soci- 
ety, leading them to our Gardens to walk, and to our Country-Hou- 
fes, in which the Vacations are kept. 

4. Repreſent to them the pleaſant Contentment that they ſhall hind 
here. and the Honour that Princes of divers Kingdoms give us. In thorr. 
we ought to do all we can to gain the Youth, conducting them to the 
Refefory and Chambers, ſhewing them the Neatneſs, and delighttul 

 Eonverſation that is amongſt us, and the eafineſs of obſerving,our 
Rule, to which is promiſed the Glory of the Bleſſed. 

5. Andalſo the Faculties we have, and Powers, not only in Temporal 
but Spiritual things, the eloquent Diſcourſes which are made in our 
Colleges 3 and let not the pleaſant and delightful Spiritual Entertain- 
ments, which were given us in the Name of the Virgin, as it were by 
zxevclation, be omitted; which may ſpur them on to cmbrace our Religi- 
on 3 repreſenting alſo to them, that it is an enormous Crime to reſiſt 
the Divine Vocation. Laſtly, we ought to admit them as Spectators of 
our Ex.rciſes, that thereby we may the more calily diſpoſe them to 
beceme of our Society. 

6. Let the Maſters which are to infirudt the Children ot theſe Wi- 
dows be appointed by us, who ought perpetually to exhort them to be 
of our Society, with Promiſes that it they will enter the fame, thcy ſhall 
be received gratis3 but if they will- not, then we ought to procure 
their Mothers from: time to time to deny them what is neceſfary, 
and make them ſee the Incumbrances and* Contuſtons in which the In- 
heritance of their Famiiy is plunged. 
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CHAP.IX. 
Of the means to augment the Revenue of our Colleges. 


1, } Er none of our Society be admitted to the fourth Vow, while he 

expedsany Inheritance, except he hath a Brother in our Society, 
which is younger and (touter than he, or upon ſome other very advan- 
tagious account. Above and before all other things, we ought to en- 
deavour our own Greatneſs, by the' direction of our Superiors, who 
are the only Judges in this Caſe, and who ſhould labour that the 
Church of God may be in the highelt degree of ſplendor, a4 majorem 
Dei gloriam. Ard to attain this, Conteſſors of Princes, and rich Wi- 
dows, {hoald never fail to remonſtrate to them, that ſeeing they re- 
ceive Spiritual things from us, it is moſt juſt that we ſhoufd receive 
Temporal from them, for the good of our Society. 

2. We ought never to let any opportunity of taking any thing ſlip 
us, and if any thing be promiſed us, and forgotten, we mult put them 
in mind of it, though this importunity ſhould happen to diminiſh the 
favour they may have tor us. | 

3. Weought not to appoint any for Conteſſors to Princes, and other 
great Men, who are not of great ability, and very eloquent, this Charge 
being of great import 3 but if it happens that any do not diſcharge the 
ſame with convenient vigor, we ought to reprove them, as not being 
well affected to the general good of the Society, telling them that we . 
will ſoon ſend others into their places, for we have underſtood with 
great regret, that ſome Perſons have died ſuddenly, who by the defaulc 
ot their Conteſſors left no Goods to our Churches of great value 3 which 
came to paſs only, becauſe we were not dexterous enough to poſſeſs our 
{elves of them in their Life-times, and yet they would have beftiowed 
them on us without any difhculty 3 for the acquiring theſe things doth 
not depend ſo much upon the Time,as the Will ot them that give them. 

4. We ought to vilit the Houſes of Nub!le and Rich Widows, of 
which ours ought to inform them(ſclves prudently and dexterouſly, to 
{ce whether they will not, according to the caltom ot other Chriltjans. 
leave ſomething, to our Churches, in order co the obtaining Remiſhion 
of their Sins, and of the Sins of their Kindred and Friends: And we 
ſhould do the like to Prelates, and their Pariſhioncrs, whom we ought 
eſpecially to render friendly to ozr Sactety,tor thereby we may gain much 

. The Conteſfors ought to examine ev.ry Penitent, what are their 
Names and Sirnamcs, what Kindred and Friends they have, what hopcs 
they have of ſucceeding in any EY and how they intend to

diſpoſe af what they have 3 what Brothcrs, Siltcrs, or Heirs they have 
how old, of what degree, of what inclination, or diſpoſition, or edu- 
cation they are of ? They ſhould perlnade thein that all theſe Queſtions 
do tend much to the clearing of the State ot their Conſcience, And 
it there be any hope of Profit afterward, then they ought to appoint 
them a weekly Cantelion for cheir Penance, to the intent that what 
bath beca aimitted at one time, may be made up at another enquiry 3 
and þþ collecting all the Contetlions of the Penitent, communicate 
them to the Superior, and take good counſel what is to be done. 

6. The fame which hath been preſcribed to be done in relation to 
Widows, ought to be dane alfe in relation to rich and wealthy Mer- 
chants; who are married.and yet have no Children: to Maids, who are 
zich and well affected to us, That having once gottenan entry ints 
their Efiates, we may with the greater facility Jain them to our own 
Kevenucs.. But wc ought eſpecially to take care, that we donothing 

4vith too much halte, but Nlowly by little and lutle, with good contide-

-5.YVve ought to liudy to acquire the good will of every one according 
-8 they capacity, complying with theis manners and 1aclinations, And 
vr Provincial ought to ſend expert Men into all thofe places, where 
there isany confiderable number of fuch rich and wealthy Perſons, to 
the end they may give theiv Supcriorsa true and faithtul account of alt; 
2nd whenever any of urs axe in theis favour, they ought to extol very. 

—xuch the greatneſs of their Benehts, and of their Merits, which the 
other Monks, who are poor and needy, fcldon do. . 

$. Let the Stewards of our College, get an exact knowledge of the 
Honſes, Gardens, Quarries of Stone, Vineyards, Mannors, and other 
Riches of every one, who-lives near the place where they relide, and if 
it be poſſible, what degree of affection they have for us. 

9. In the next plac, we {hould diſcover every Mans Ofhce, and the. 
Revenue of. it, their Proteſhons, the Articles of. their Contracts; which 
they. may (yrely do by Contctiions, by Meetings and by Entertainments, 
ox by our truſty Friends. And generally whenever any Confeſſor lights 
upon 2 wealthy Pexlon, from whom he hath good hopes of protit,hc \s 
obliged: forthwith to give notice ok it, and diſcover it at his return, 

10. They {houldalfo intorm themielves exactly, whe- 

— f t frugpifcs ther there be. no hopes of obtaining * Bargains, Gaods, 
ET. Poſkcfhons, pious Gifts,and the like,in exchange for the 
is admiſhon of their Sons into our Society. 

11. We ought to cndeavour to knove, it any Perſon well affected:to 

us, intends any thing to oux College, and whether he may be broughe 
to purchaſe en this Condition, that. attcr.a certain. time we:ſhould have 
- fuch 
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ſuch Rents or Purchaſes Gratu ; mb our Society may Expect 2 
greatcx benefit from him, and how we tray come by the fare: 

12. We ought to kt every one ktiow the preat need we Nave,the debts 
which oppreſs us, and the great expences we ate forced to make, . 

13. It our Socicty .fells any thing to our Devres,. Men or Worhen, if 
21ghe to be only upon this condition, that within a certain tre 1t{ha!l 
return gratis to us, and. be reunited fo our Revennes.. 

14. If the rich Widows or married People, who are well affeRed ts 
us, have Daughters -mly, we ought to perſuade them with great art t6 - 
cauſe them to.enter into the Religion 3 kaving therr a ſtall Portion for 
that end, and fo we may gaintheremainder of rheir Eftate 3 4s Coun- 
txey-Houſts, Mannors, and other Poſſflions. And fo likewiſe, on the. 
part of their Sons, to pur them on with great cre to imbrace our Soci- 
ery > tofright them, and mike thertt obedient to their Parents,feaching 
them to deſpiſe all low things, and making thertt Knotv they are mors 
obliged. to follow Jeſus Chrift, than their Parents, if they will have a 
due care of their Souls, for this will be to offer a kind of Sacrifice to our 
Society 3 to perſuade the laſt Heir of a Family, to enter it without the 
knowledg of his Parents, who ſhould be ſent to make his Nowierate in 
a place of ſome diftance, our General being firſt advertiſed of 1r, . 

15, If there bea rich Widow our Friend, who h#th Sons and Davgh- 
ters, and there be no hope of getting the Danghters into a Monazftery, 
nor the Sons into owe Socicty 3 the Superior fhould ever lay the blame 
upon the Conteffor, and therefore he ought to change him and pat a- 
nother in his place, who may manage the Plot better 3 and tit yet it fuc- - 
ceed not, then he ought to perſuade their Mortiter fo leave they foxe 
{mall Penſion, and then ſelling what came by her and her Joynture, 
rake a conſiderable fur of Money 3 and then try if we can induce her : 
te give the whole to our Society, that ſhe rnay obtzir; pardorr and. expia- - 
tion of her Sins,: and her Hubands WW” 

16. It a Widow hath inarried a Widower,and hath by him Danghtcrs:- 
or Sons, or only one Son, with Silters by a former Husband, let - 
fri! the younger Children be ſent to'a Monaltery, and then the elder, 
that we may the calier get their Eſtate. 

17. It any Widows, veryunuch affectcd to our Socicty, and carcftu! * 
of their Salvation, having ne Heirs, pofſeſs eworor three Manors or other : 
Inheritances, we ought to perſuade them to leave their Efiates to our - 
Collegcs,and perfirtde theme te receme fore fmall annual Penſions trom -- 
us, that they may ſcrve God with the greater freedom, bcing releaſed + 
from the traubles of the World, and fu by degrees bring thei from aa 
annual Pention-t6 live as we dv, rhatunder preterice of Mortificarioh -; 
2nd uglugtary Poverty, they be a5 it were our Domelticks, betng' as i 
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were reſigned up toour Wills. And for fear by the direQion their kin- 
dred they ſhould be brought to recal their Bounty, it 1s. fit to ſend them 
to ſpend the reſt of their Lives jn-ſome diſtant place,and in the interim 
tell them, this ſort of Life is an imitation of that of the Hermites, which 
is the moſt devout and humble fort of Life that is. | 

18. That our devout Perſons may think us poor,our Superiour ought 
to borrow Money upon promiſes entred before Notarzes 3 it may be that 
upon their Death-Beds they may order the Notaries to put the faid ob- 
ligations into our hands, for the Salvation of their Souls 3 for it is more 
eaſy to give in our Bonds, then to give us aconfiderable. ſum of Money. 

19. It is fit to borrow a contiderable ſum of Money oa Mortgage,and 
then perſuade them to aifign the Intereli to ſome other! College; that 
{o one Revenue may increale another : and 41o in their laſt :fickneſs in 
compatlion to our Poverty, if they do not give'us the. entire fin, - yet | 
at leaſt they may be brought to align a good part of 1t,tor the building 
ot ſome new College. 

- 20, We hould procure the triendthip of ſome excellent Phylician,that 
we may be called to vilit the Sick, and athli at the Paſſage of thofe 
whom he ſerves. | 

21. The Conteſfors ought not to be negligent in viliting the Sick, 
eſpecially thoſe that diſpair, repreſenting to them the pains of Purgato- 
' ry and Hell, telling them they cannot be ſaved without Charity 3 for 
thoſe who before were Covetous, uſe then to be molt liberal to us, and 
it may be will preſently give all they have intq our hands, which ours 
ſhould folicit all that cver they are able, tor tear this tavourable oppor- 
tunity flip them. And it a Woman in her Contetlions accuſe the vices 
and i]l uſages of her Husband towards her, ot being the cauſe of her 
not ſubmicting to our Diſcipline, and that the is much our Friend,.wc 
ought then to tell her the cannot do God amore acceptable Service than 
to give us a good Sum of Moncy without her Husbands knowledy, 
tor the relict of our nccethities 3 that this is the belt way to live for the 
tucture, in repoſe, and obtain Pardon both oft, her own and her 
Husband?'s Sins 3 for we have otten known that by this mcans 
the 11] Naturc of Husbands have been changcd into better Conditions.

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Friends, from doing us good plefiBing themsto embrace any other Re- 
ligion but ours, and who in any intended Reſignation of their Eftates to 
our 'uſc, ſhall have expreſt any Tenderneſs, or,Coldneſs, ox (hall folicite 
them to aſſign them to any other Ocder,op put them upen the beſtowing 
chem upon their poor Kindred, Gr others z that all theſe ſhall be eſtcem- 
ed the Mortal Enemies of our Society. And ſhall not be taken ſudden. 
Ty into, favour again, but for ſometime at leaſt to. be forbidden to hear 
Confcſlions, and be Mortified by low.and abjet Imploymeats, forcing 
chem to teach the lowelt Forms, denying them degrees in Divinity. And 
chat heing ſeparated from the relt at Dinner, it is neceſſary to inſult over 
then, chaſing them from all Recreations, Walks, and the more pleaſant 
Entettainments, taking out of their Chambers all Conveniencics, and 
often impoſing upon them public Penances 3 and after this, it will not 
be difficult to caſt them out of che Society. And if it happen that they 
complain of it to the Provincial, he ought nor lightly.co believe them, 
but ſhould excuſe what is done, by ſaying, They ought to obey their 
Superiours, in whatſoever is not ſinful. Nor need the Superiours be. 
in the leaſt ſcrupulous to caſt theſe fort of Men out of the Society. For 
our Order being conflituted in a Society, no Man ought to wonder it 
hath the power of Expulſion : for ic is cafie to break the band of a So» 
cietyz which are not obliging for ever. This right of Expelling, is as 
old as the Society it ſelf : Which appears evidently from hence,that the 
Society hath only Vows for the Maſters and Brothers, which have.no 
Reciprocal Obligation,and the Society is not bound to entertain for ever 
thoſe that have made themzand therefore this Obligation binds only them 
that have made theſe Vows. and not the Society, which may at pleaſure 
caſt off thoſe that have made thefe Vows, and although ſome of the So- 
cicty make four ſolemn Vows, and others but three, as.in other. Or-- 


ders; yet may theſe too be Expelled. 
CHAF ME 
After wat manner thoſe of the S we] ſhoald demean. thens- 
ſelves rowards thoſe that are Expell'a, © | 
N as much as thoſe that are Expell'd out of our Society, may Ye pre- 
' judicial to us, ſee how we ought tobehave our-ſclves towards them. 
And tirlt, betore. any Man 1s Expell'd, we ſhould write :toboth the Tem 
poral and Spiritual Lords, with whom he may happen co be in Gredic, 
and to whom he may make his Retreat 3 telling chem his il! knclinationse- 
his Vices and Defaults, according, to that.connizance he ſhall have give, 


of them to his Superioars, in diſcovering the ſecrets of his Conſcience. 
Upon 
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"Uporrwhich JIfo they ſhall regulate the ConduR which ſhallbe obſerved 
-on his accqunt in the Saefety, when ſhe renounces her right ig him. If 
theſe Lords be welt afﬀfeted to us, .then we ought to aggravate the Rea- 
ſons we had co Expel him, We ſhould publiſt, in our Exhortations, 
that he ſecks very-ardently to berreceiv'd again into our Company, re- 
- marking as the cauſes of his Expullion, thoſ: things for which the Peo- 
ple hates us moſt; and fo we may Expel whom we will, with greac 
- fhew of: Reaſon. Tf he that is Expe!l'd meets any belief amouglt thoſe 
he di(courleth with againſt us, this muſt be remedicd by the means of 
the molt conſiderable of the Fathers of our Society, who ſhall oppoſe, 
fo what he may ſay, the holineſs of our Society, and the great good it 
hath d:mz in the Churchof God, the xeputation of our good, Lives, and 
the ſound DoGtrine we teach, and that for theſe Excellencies 'we have 
the advantage to attend Kings and Princes; and the great Men chule ouc 
of our Body,cheir Confcſ[ors and Preachers : they (hall inlarge much up- 
9n our Zeal for the ſalvation ot Men in general, and clpecia'ly of thoſe 
of our own Society. Let thoſe be invited to entertainments with us, 
who may give the Expcl?d perſon any protection, and let them be per. 
faaded that they ought not to give him the leaſt ſupport, and that the 
ought to have favourable opinions of the Order; and then tell them the 
Reaſons why he was Exp:11'd, ordering the matter (o, as they may ap- 
pear plaufible, and telling them exactly his Faults, without omitting 
any one, although we have not the lea(lt certainty of them, And we 
ought alfo to be very carcful not to procure auy Benefice for thoſe we 
have once ExpelPd. if thcy do nor firlt give a good ſum of Money tothe 
Society-3 or it they have not made it their Heir,or it they do not in ſome 
other extraordinary manner teftific their undextaking our Intereſt, And 
lee the Confeſſors perſuade Kings and Princes, who are the Patrons to 
them, the ſame things, and let them take their opportunities from their 
liberality, and from the afteion they bear to our Society tofound ſome 
College, or do us ſome other tuch like favour. It it happens that they 
which have been Expell'd out of our Society, have any Credit in the 
World, let it þe acquainted with their Lives, their Manners, and their 
Faults, which may be ſpread abroad ly the means of our Friends and 
'Dewvotes : And to the end that they too nay not favour in the leaſt thoſe 
which are ExpelPFd out of our Society, le: thum be affrighted with Cen» 
ſures 5 and if they il) perfiſt, Jet Abſolutic. te denjed' them. Let the 
good qualities of him that is ExpelI'd, be leficned by ſubtile Diſcourſes, 
and full of Ambiguity, fo as that al! the belict' Mcn have of him may be 
deſtroyed. And laſtly, Let the misfortuncs of thoſe that have been Ex- 
pell'd, be-pubH{h'd by way of Compaſſion, that others being warn'd by 
It;-may be neceffitated co continue In the Society againſt therr wills. 


CHAP. 


CHAP Yir 


Of the Choice of the Y, oung- Men which are to be received into 
the Society, and of the manner, 


Here is need of great Prudence,andof an extreme degree of Diſcre- 
'T tion, for the receiving of Young: Men into the Society 3 they 
ought to be Beautiful, Noble, and Rich. And that they may be drawn 
ro this, the Maſters of the ſeveral Forms, ought to treat them with ercac 
Goodneſs, they ought not to ſuffer their Regents to inſult over them ; 
they ſhould oft commend themthey ſhould give them the Prize. They 
ſhould entertain and divert them ſometimes in our Country- Houſes. 
Sometimes they ſhould Chaſtife them with the reſt, obje&ing Crimes 
againſt them upon ConjeCtures,and uling ſeverity and rigorous Reproof. 
They ſhould repreſent to them, that they ſhall be Damn'd eternally by 
the Bent Youth hath co all ſorts of Evils, if they enter not the yociety. 
| Yet they ſhould not be receiv'd fo ſoon as they demand to be admitted 
into the Society 3 but bedelay'd for ſome time,and in the interim been- 
tertain'd with the repreſentation of the ſweetneſs of our Rule ; for by 
this means their deſires encreaſing, they will make the greater ſuit to 
be received; And it any of them who have made this demand, ſhall 
ſeem to defire to go back,then ſhall be repreſented to him the Zeal, which 
heat firſt expreſt to get into the Society. But becauſe there is great 
difficulty in drawing in the Children of great Birth, and eſpecially the 
Children of them that are great in their Country, it is fit to ſend ſuch 
to make their Noviciat, or Trial at Rome, after having advertiſed the 
General, or Provincial of that Province. If it be in Germany, France, 
or /taly, that they will enter into our Society, they ſhall be received 
without any difficulty; and in any other place where we have the fa- 
vour of the Prince : For under ſuch a Proteqor, theſe and ſuch like 
things may be done 3 becauſe their SubjeQs having need of our favour, 
they will not eaſily riſe up againſt us, or if they do it, they will gain 
nothing by it. No opportunity ſhould be loſt for the drawing in thoſe 
Children, which come from other Provinces to ſtudy in our Colleges, 
eſpecially when their Money comes to fail by Gaming , for then out of 
meer ſhame of this lols, and fear of their Parents ill uſage, they will (ut- 
ſcr themſelves to be perſuaded. This hath excellent ſucceſs in Germany 
and Poland, and to the end the Kindred and Friends of them who c: nc 
amongſt us, mzy be herewith contented,they ſhould be acquainied with 
the excellence of our Inſtitution, the great applauſe the World give ue, 
& the Honour Princes have dont our Society: It is ft alſo to infinuare 
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into their Friends, and diſpoſe them to be contented with it before- 
hand, if their quality, and the advantage of onr Aﬀairs require it, 


CHA,P. XIIL 
Off our Religious Women. 


'He Confeſloss ought to take care they do not offend our Religipus 
Women: for there have been many amongli them which have 

done us much good, and contributed to the Founding of our Colleges, 
having given one half of their Fortunes to us, by the conſent of thei 
Monaliery and Abbeſs : And for this cauſe they fhould not be diſqui- 
eted about their inclofure, but leave this care to the Biſhops: They 
ſhould rather apply themſclves to preſerve their good will, for fear they 
ſhould diſturb us in the polleflion of the one halt of their Goods, which 


they have given us, by demanding them again. 
CHAP. X IV. 


Of the reſerved Caſes, and of thoſe Cauſes for which a Man 
may be Expell'd out of the Society. 


Eſides the Caſes contain'd in this Inſtruction, from which the Supe- 
riour only can Abſolve, os the ordinary Confefſor by his permiſſi- 
on 3 which are Sodomy, Fornication, Adultery, Whoredom, unchaft 
Touches, and the Machinations of any Perſon for any Cauſe whatever 
againſt theSocictyzit is fit to know,that there are other cauſes for the ex- 
p<lling a guilty Perſon out of the Society, and that they ought not to 
ablolve them till they have promiſed at the Tribunal of Confeſſion, that 


they will declare thoſe Offences to their Superior, either by themſelves, 


or by their Confeſſor, And if it appear that the Sin was acted with 
another, and-that a great Prejudice may thereby happen to the Society, 
then no Abſolation ought to be given to the Penitent, if he doth not 
promiſe to writevf it to the General himfclf, or conſent that the Con- 
tcfor or Superior ſhall write to him about it, and without this the Pe- 
nicent ſhall notbeabſolved. And when the General ſhall have known 
the Crime, he (hall confer withthe Secretary, and appoint the Penance, 
which the Penitent ſhall undergo, which if he ſhall not fubmit to, he 
can ncverbelawfully abſolved. The Confeſſor ſhonld neverthelels for- 
bear ſaying,that the Prnitent ought to be expelled out of the Society for 


this cauſe. If the Penitent declare it freely out of Confeſſion, then he. 


may be expelled; but if he will got ſo tell it, then the ſame Courſe 
2 ought. 
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ought to be obſerved with himy which is obſerved by the Rule againſt 
thoſe that are convided 3 and'in the interim he ſhall notbe abſolved till 
he will declare his Crime publickly. It any Confeſſor ſhall learn that any 
Perſon, who is not of the Society, ſhall have commicted any dithonefi 
AQion with any of our Religious Perſons, then he or the ſhall be refuſed 
Abſolution, of what Sex (oever that Perſon be, cill chat Perfon hath our 
of Confclion revealed the Party 3. and if this be done, the Penitent ſhall 
be abſolved, and the guilty Party cxpell'd out of the Society. If two of 
our Religious Perſons commit the Crime of Sodomy together, he that 
will not confeſs it,ſhall be expelled, and he that firtt confefieth it,ſhall be 
refained, but (a ll treated, that he ſhall be forced to forſake us. The So=> 
ciety being a Body,it may for that caule diſcharge it ſelf of ſuch Perfons, 
as ſhall in procel5 of time, appear dull in their Manners or Diſcourles. 
The Superiors alſo may for any cauſe whatever expel} all forts of Per- 
fons, after they have advertiſed the General 3 and to oblige them to de- 
part the more quickly, they ſhall be ill created, and every thing done con- 
trary to their Inclination 3 they ſhall be refuſed what ever they de- 
fire, tho it be of no conſequence 3 they {hall be hindred from Rtudying 
Divinity, and be ſubjected to ſuch Superiors as they love not 3 none (hall 
remain in the Society, who difobey their Superiors, who complain of: 
them in the preſence of others, or expreſs their diſlike of the Conduct of 
the Society in relation to Widows, and the management of their Eſtate, 
and who commend the Venetians who have driven away the Society. A 
little before the expelling any Perſon, let him be rudely abuſed, and taken 
from all regular Emploiments, and put ſometimes upon one thipg, and 
ſometimes upon another 3 and in the interim let him be reproached with 
the having ill diſcharged his Truſt, and let the worſt Penances be impo-- 
{cd for the (male Faults. During the time of Repaſt, let his Faults be 
publiſhed by the Reader, till he be overwhelmed with ſhame and if chen 


_ any impatience appear in him, let him be expelled; as one that ſcandali-- 


zeth:the reſt who are preſent, and rally on him. But then in the firſt 
place kt a review of what he hath, be taken, and let him be ſent into 
ſome Country-houſe, or near College, and fo let him be ſent thence to 


the place where he leaſt expects. 
CHAP. 
Which of the Society ought to be keptiin, and managed, 
"r| of all, the excellent Workmen, who contribute not cn'y (0 the 


: Spititual but Temporal Good of the Society, as the Count: fors of 
rich Widows, which yet ſhould.be taken from them, when thy been 


_ —_— 2 
-to-b: oppreſſed with old Age, that others more youthful and vigorous 
-may be lent in their ficad. And to theſe whatever they demand for 
cheir Dict and Cloathing, and other things, ought to be granted, neither 
ought the Miniſters of Penance to diſquiet them. The Superiors ſhall 
not lightly believe that which is reported of them. It is neceſſary alſo 
to have ſome Conſideration for them who acquaintithe Superiors with 
the {malleſt faults they can obſerve in others 3 and allo for them who 
according to their places know how to mortify others, not out of Paffj. 
on, but Zeal tor the Religious Diſcipline. Yet ſweetneſs (ſhould be uſed 
rowards thoſe younger Perſons, whoſe Kindred are our Benefattors and 
Founders 3 and upon this account they thould be ſent to ſtudy at Rome, 
or if they perform their Studies in the Provinces, all things that may 
v2in their Aﬀeions,ſhould be granted to them. Ic is tit alfo to treat fa- 
vourably all thoſe young Religious 'Perſons, who have not yet given 
their Etiates to the Society 3 but when they have once done this, it is 
ht to feed them with Ercad, and not with Milk. Itis fit alſo to have 
1<{pc&k to thoſe who diſpoſe Children of Quality to enter our Society, 
as to Purſons-well atfccted to it. 


CHAP. XVI. 
Of what is to be avoided or obſerved beſides all this, 


Or tear we ſhould be accuſed of being too coverous of Riches, it is fit to refuſe 
F- {mal A\!ms, for the ordinaty Services which thoſe of our Society perform. No 
Ica e ſhould be given to Perſons of mean condition to bury in our Churches. 
Thoſe Widows thould be rieated [everely, who have impoveriſhed themſclyes by their 
bounty to us ; and the fame Courle ſhould be taken wich thoſe of our Order, who 
[ave gi. en their Eſtates ro the Society, They may ſometimes be expell'd too, eirher 
« ithom allowing them any thing at al', or bur a very little, under pretence of the 
Charges the Society have exp:nded about them.

L et the Superiors keep thele ſecret Advices with great care, aud ler them not bc 
communicated but to a very few diſcreet Perſons, and thar only by parts : and let them 
in{truct otters with them, when they have profitably ſerved the Society ; and then Jet 
rem not communicate them as Rules they received, bur as the Effets of their own 
prudence. Bur if they ſhould happen to fall into the hands of Strangers, who ſhould 
give them an 14 {ence and conſtruction 3 Jet them be affurcd the Society owns the m 
rot in that fence, which ſhall be confhrmed by inſtancing in thoſe of our Order who 
afſucdly know them not, | 

Let alfo the general Ady ic2s, 
be oppoſed againit them, : 

Laitly, let Imormarion be given, whether any of our own Members haye communi- 
cated them {( tor 10 Saperior ought to be negligent in the keeping ſuch c: n/1, crable Se- 
crers of the Socuety ). Andit there be the Jeait ſuſpicion of any Perfor, let it be 
charged upun him, and It him bc e:pelPd our of the Socuet y.
